cambodia wants 
south Vietnam 
out of area 


PHNOM PENH (U P I)—The Cambodian high command said today it 
has told South Vietnam to close its military base southeast of Phnom 
Penh and withdraw its task force from the area because of reported 
atrocities against Cambodian civilians. 
Military spokesmen said Cambodian Col. Srey Meas. government 
commander of the Neak Luong region where the base is located, made 
the demand personally Sunday to the South Vietnamese high command 
in Saigon. 
The action followed “ daily protests" to the South Vietnamese 
government about the alleged atrocities, the spokesman said. 
(In Saigon. South Vietnamese government and military spokesmen 
denied they had received such a request from Cambodia Col Le Van 
Hien, spokesman for the high command, said “ if the Cambodians 
make such a request it should be submitted to the Vietnamese military 
delegation in Phnom Penh We have checked with them and there has 
been no such request. " » 
The South Vietnamese have had more than 5.000 troops conducting 
operations in the Neak Luong area for the past month to clear a 
former Communist sanctuary. 
Cambodian field officers estimated 50.000 villagers have been driven 
from their homes by the drive. The refugees have reported rapes, 
beatings and robberies. Senior South Vietnamese officers disciplined 
field officers for incidents last month by publicly slapping their faces 
in a Cambodian town. 
Cambodian troops launched a 3.000-man operation Sunday into 
sanctuary areas between the Neak Luong base, 35 miles southeast of 
Phnom Penh, and the South Vietnamese border. A military spokesman 
said South Vietnamese troops have already “ retreated" from that 
area. 
Lt. Col. Am Rong, spokesman for the high command, said “ the 
operation is designed to insure the protection and security of the 
population. A great number of villagers came to see our troops and 
showed their satisfaction at welcoming our soldiers. 
Spokesmen said the demand for South Vietnamese withdrawal from 
the populated border areas was made “ in the spirit of good feeling 
between Cambodia and South Vietnam 
An official statement released in Phnom Penh said the demand did 
not refer to the 10.000-man South Vietnamese task force operating in 
border areas northeast of the capital. Those areas are lightly populat­ 
ed and contain a much higher number of Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese forces. 
The Neak Luong Base is the only permanent South Vietnamese 
outpost in Cambodia and if it were closed the troop and gunship 
helicopters there would have to be moved to bases in South Vietnam.

Other nations step in to keep U.S. dollar from plunging 


By United Press International 
Britain, Switzerland, Japan and other 
key financial nations stepped in today to 
keep the dollar from plunging on foreign 
exchange markets as a result of President 
Nixon's economic moves. 
In Britain, the foreign exchange and gold 
markets were closed. The Swiss National 
Bank suspended trading in all foreign 
currencies and the Swiss gold market was 
also reported closed. 
In Japan, the currency market opened 
and 300 million dollars were sold during the 
morning trading. The Bank of Japan had to 
step in to support the price. 
Italian banks suspended dealings in the 
dollar and although American Express was 
cashing travelers checks, leading Rome 
hotels were refusing to deal in dollars. One 
hotel official said “ some people are 
exchanging dollars in the street at a 


reduced 
rate. 
The 
situation 
is very 
contused.'' 
In 
Switzerland, 
the 
National 
Bank 
limited to $30 the amount of money tourists 
could 
exchange per day. 
The order 
required the amounts to be written in the 
passports of identity cards of tourists. It 
said the official rate of 4.05 francs to the 
dollar remained valid for those limited 
transactions. 
Tokyo was the first major market to 
open following Nixon's announcement he 
would let the dollar find its open parity on 
world markets rather than be backed by 
the U.S. government with gold at $35 an 
ounce. There was massive confusion, but 
well over 300 million dollars were sold 
during the morning session. 
The Bank of Japan intervened to prevent 
the dollar from dropping below the 
government set exchange rate with the 


Japanese yen. 
In Singapore at least one bank reported 
the value of the dollar had dropped within 
minutes of Nixon's address. “ Tjio Kay 
Loen, chief of the Foreign Exchange

Banking Corp., said 
'there were no 
buyers“ for dollars at his bank following 
the speech. 


In Hong Kong, money markets and stock 
exchanges had no opportunity to respond to 
the announcement.

time secretary. 
Traffic offenders are given an option of 
attending the school or paying full fines and 
serving full sentences. Two classes are 
held each Saturday with approximately 40 


students to a class. Special classes are held 
for the alcoholic driver, bus drivers and 
commercial drivers. The club also has 
purchased a bicycle testing machine and 
makes school visits for safety checks of 
bicycles. Some senior citizen classes are 
also held. 
Since the beginning of the school, traffic 
offenses have decreased from 36 per cent 
in 1966 to 13 per cent in 1970. During the 
same period, licenses increased 30,000. 
Only one-tenth of one percent of those 
attending traffic survival school are traffic 
offense repeaters.

WASHINGTON 
(NEA)— 
After more than a year of 
study and extensive consul­ 
tation, the National I rban 
Coalition recently produced 
a d o c u m e n t 
called “Coun­ 
terbudget:

It begins with the assum p­ 
tion that no Am erican should 
have to go without food, shel­ 
ter, health care, personal 
safety, a healthy environ­ 
ment and an income ade­ 
quate to pay for these things. 
Also high on our priority 
list are a prosperous econ­ 
omy with high employment 
and without inflation; full 
equality of opportunity for

all A m ericans; a strong but 
not w a s t e f u l national de­ 


fense: continued aid to un 
derdeveloped countries, and 
a more equitable system of 
taxation for federal, state 
and local governm ents. 
It was obvious at once that 
all these goals could not be 
fitted into a budget for the 
1972 fiscal year, nor even 
into our projections through 
1976. So some hard choices 
had to be m ade. The result 
was a p r o p o s e d federal 
budget of $230.8 billion, only 
$1.6 billion m ore than the 
President r e q u e s t e d . By 
1976, our projections would 
reach $353.5 billion. To m eet 
this Counterbudget in 1974 
would r e q u i r e a tax in­ 
crease, another 10 per cent 
surtax of the type we have 
had in recent years. 
This illustrates som ething 
central to the idea of Coun­ 
terbudget: There will be no 
successful bargain-basem ent 
solutions to A m erica's prob­ 
lem s. We cannot solve our 
problem s until we face them 
honestly 
and exercise

How de we p r o p o s e to 
meet 
the n a t i o n ’s basic 
needs? The first goal is en­ 
com passed u n d e r Human 
Developm ent. It covers jobs 
and m anpow er training, So­ 
cial Security, unem ploym ent 
and veterans’ com pensation, 
p u b l i c assistance for the 
poor, health care for all and 
education. The official bud­ 
get proposed $96.9 billion 
for these purposes in the 
year starting July 1, 1971; 
C o u n t e r b u d g e t calls for 
$113.3 billion, increasing to 
$221 billion by 1976.

The federal budget is the most im portant— and 
least read and understood— single document pre­ 
pared by the governm ent each year because it is the 
means by which all major decisions on national 
priorities are transform ed into action. To provide a 
tool for those working to reorder America's priori­ 
ties, The National Urban Coalition, assisted by hun­ 
dreds of experts on all areas of government, has 
prepared alternative federal budgets for the next 
five years, the first such effort by a private organi­ 
zation. “Counterbudget: A Blueprint for Changing 
Priorities” does not claim to offer definitive solu­ 
tions, but it does seek to stimulate an informed 
national dialogue on what our priorities should be 
and what w e 'm u s t do to change them. "Counter- 
budget” has been published by Praeger Press, (348 
pp., $2.95). 


m ent is the area to which 
our alternative would shift 
the m ost federal spending, 
the m ilitary budget is the 
place from which m ost of 
the money would com e in 


the first year. C o u n t e r ­ 
budget calls for a m ilitary 
outlay of $60.2 billion in 1972, 
which m ilitary and budget 
experts assure us can buy an 
adequate defense if properly 
s p e n t ; the adm inistration 
seeks $76 billion. Over the 
five-year span of Counter­ 
b u d g e t , m ilitary spending 
would continue to drop and 
level off at around $50 bil­ 
lion. 


This is an e x a m p l e of 
what is m eant by changing 


national priorities, and noth­ 
ing i l l u s t r a t e s it more 
clearly than w hat it will cost 
to m eet the goal of providing 
a survival income to the 
poor. 


As o t h e r s have pointed 
out, nothing will cure pov­ 


erty except money. Counter­ 
budget em braces the cash 
assistance concept the P resi­ 
dent is proposing to reform 
our troublesom e public wel­ 
fare system . We would en­ 
large the P resident’s plan, 
but the outline is the sam e: 
money 
to 
overcom e 
pov­ 
erty, 
incentive to seek a 
better standard of living for 
the great m ajority of the 
poor who w ant to work. 


Both budgets would pro­ 
vide $2,400 a year to a fam ­ 
ily of four with no other in­ 
come, but unlike the current 
bill, our budget would re ­ 
tain the food stam p pro­ 
gram . Because we do not re ­ 
gard this as even approach­ 


ing an a d e q u a t e incom e, 
C o u n t e r b u d g e t ’s 
incom e 
“floor” would move to $4,708 
by 1976, to keep pace with 
the 
official 
“ threshold 
of 
poverty.” 
We also use the so-called 
“negative income tax .” A 
fam ily getting cash from the 
governm ent would lose only 
50 cents in benefits for every 
dollar it earns. The b reak ­ 
even point would take the 
fam ily above the poverty in­ 


come line. This would re ­ 
place the old system of de­ 
ducting a dollar of w elfare 
for every dollar of w ages—a 
situation in which a poor 
fam ily has no incentive to 
seek work. 
All of this will cost a great 
deal—$7 billion to sta rt and 
rising to $28 billion a year 
by 1976. But we think it 
would erase the p r e s e n t 
s h a m e of public welfare, 
produce revenue in the form 
of taxes from new workers 
and m ost of all, elim inate 
p o v e r t y —at least as offi­ 
cially defined. 
These are results we be­ 
lieve well worth the price. 
Indeed, it is a price we can­ 
not afford not to pay.

Counterbudget 2: putting the price on a good society

The federal budget for the 
1972 fiscal year proposed an 
outlay of $2 96 billion for 
em ploym ent and m anpow er 
t r a i n i n g . We recom m end 
spending $4 4 billion for jobs 
and training for the sam e 
12-month period. And pro­ 
jecting through the 1976 fis­ 
cal year. C o u n t e r b u d g e t 
would provide $8 3 billion for 
em ploym ent and m anpow er 
training. 


But these are only num ­ 
bers. Their m eaning, and the 
ideas behind them , are m ore 
im portant than their size in 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g w hat our 
budget proposes, 


E xam ple: The alternative 
budget would provide $1.2 
billion in public s u p p o r t 
during fiscal 1972 for 250,000 
“ public service” jobs. T hat 
m eans work in governm ent 
at all levels and for non­ 
profit organizations provid­ 


ing needed public services. 
T h e s e jobs w o u l d be in 
schools, the hospitals, the 
playgrounds and in law en­ 
f o r c e m e n t , sanitation and 
antipollution program s. 
In form ulating C o u n t e r ­ 
budget, we did not accept 
the view advanced by some 
th at these kinds of jobs in­ 
evitably lead to a kind of 
glorified w elfare program . 
R ather, we believe that in 
order to achieve the goal of 
“ full e m p l o y m e n t ’’ — an 
econom y in which less than 
lour per cent of the people 
who w ant work are out of 
jobs—the nation m ust adopt 


a substantial public service 
em ploym ent program . 


This is not a dole. There 
is, the President has now 
recognized, useful and nec­ 
essary work to be done to 
begin reviving the quality of 
life in A m erica. 


In education, we call for a 
less dram atic 
increase in 
fiscal 1972—$10.8 billion com ­ 


pared with P resident N ix­ 
on’s proposed $10 billion. But 
this would be ju st the begin­ 
ning of a m ajo r overhaul of 
our school system s. C ounter­ 
budget would allocate $20.5 
billion a year to education 
by 1976. 


In form ulating the educa­ 
tion proposals, we accepted 
the belief th at very young 
children are highly capable 
of l e a r n i n g (as Sesam e 
S t r e e t has dem onstrated) 
and that, in fact, much of a 
child’s basic knowledge is 
acquired before kindergar­ 
ten. T herefore, we gave a 
g reater em phasis to federal 
support of “ preschooling,” 
allocating 
$1.3 
billion 
for 
such program s in 1972 com ­ 
pared with the $425 million 
in the official budget. 


All of the education pro­ 
posals assum e and support 
local and state control of 
public education. 
But we 
also believe th at it is in the 
national i n t e r e s t th at all 
A m erican children be able 
to read and w rite and han­ 
dle numhpr«! 


F or a series of program s 
including m etropolitan and 
rural developm ent, housing, 
transportation, environm ent 
and federal aid to cities and 
states—those things 
which 


we characterize as Social 
and Physical D evelopm ent— 
Counterbudget would spend 
$28.5 billion. The adm inis­ 
tration budget for the sam e 
purposes is $27.4 billion. 


C ounterbudget proposes no 
s t a r t l i n g new urban pro­ 
gram s, but it does call for 
im provem ents. We propose 
extending the Model Cities 
program to entire cities and 
to m etropolitan areas and 
would double the funds to 
$900 m illion in 1972, quad­ 
ruple them to $1.8 billion in 
1976. In effect, Model Cities 
funds would becom e block 
grants. 
In the area of housing, 
some 660,000 units will be 
needed in each of the next 
five years to m eet the needs 
of low- and m oderate-incom e 
fam ilies. For this, we pro­ 
pose th at present housing 
s u b s i d y p r o g r a m s be 
strengthened and expanded

With this in m ind. Counter- 
budget proposes a reduction 
of m ilitary spending by 1976 
of about $20 billion to be 
achieved by the following 
actio n s:

The doctor's 
mailbag 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 
you please write about senile 
keratosis. 
What c a u s e s 
them? If they are not treated 
will they become malignant? 
What treatment is recom­ 
mended? 


Dear Reader—These are 
scaly round or oval spots 
that develop on the surface 
of the skin. They occur most 
often on the face, back of the 
hands and on the scalp. They 
can also occur on the trunk 
of the body. They can have 
a brown, gray or yellowish 
s c a b 1 i k e appearance The 
scab covers an area of skin 
where the oily skin glands 
have been particularly trou­ 
blesome. Apparently the skin 
oi some people is inherently 
more susceptible to these 
than in others. 


The characteristic of the 
skin is probably more im­ 
portant than age since they 
can occur even in younger 
years. Some skin specialists 
now simply call them kera­ 
tosis, omitting the term se­ 
nile (possibly because some 
skin 
specialists 
also 
had 
them and didn’t care for the 
designation of senile). They 
are more frequent in middle 
age and beyond. 


Very often the scab ap­ 
pears where the skin has 
been injured, such as from a 
razor nick. Exposure of the 
skin to sun and wind con­ 
tributes to the development 
of keratosis. That is why 
they are most 
frequently 
noted on the hand.s and face. 


Yes, if not treated they 
c a n b e c o m e malignant. 


They will not go away with­ 
out treatment, but they are 
easily removed 
There are 
a number of salves that re­ 
move the spots by a “chem­ 
ical burn” I think all of 
these should be seen by a 
doctor and removed. If it is 
already malignant then it 
must be treated like a skin 
cancer 
and 
may 
require 
surgical excision.

The City Council is to be commended for the astute 
study and concentration given to the proposed 1971-72 
city budget. 
it was apparent from its first presentation that the city 
laced financial dilemma 
lower assessed valuation, 
reduced sales tax and reduced revenues all around — and 
that something had to be done about it. Consideration of 
service cuts was not the answer 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers had his answer to 
the problem — 
increase revenues by increasing the 
property tax. hiking solid waste disposal rates along with 
electric and possible water rate increases 
It was apparent to the majority of the Council that 
some increases were necessary in the services rendered 
No increase had been made in the past 12 years in the

collection of solid waste disposal. Inflation alone called 
for some increase. 
We believe that the Council acted in good judgment by 
granting approval of judicious increases in these areas. 
Moreover, we believe that they did not hurt the city's 
financial position at all by scalping the budget to allow 
for no new tax increase. 
It was apparent that all Council members did their 
homework independent of each other in the study of the 
budget. The variety of vote splitting in action on various 
aspects of the budget made this apparent. This is a 
healthy picture of democracy at work. 
No budget is easy in government today and many 
representatives of people appear to have no concern 
except to raise taxes. This did not happen in Lompoc.

Those who studv the rampant 
thievery by the affluent put some of 
it down to thrill - seeking, and 
ascribe a lot more to simple greed. 
Many people are trying to steal their 
way into a very nice standard of 
living. 


The incredible double plague of 
shoplifting and thefts by employes 
has the 
same root cause. 
The 
governing motive seems to be: “ I 
am entitled to live as well as the 
next fellow.” 
Greed has. of course, a great 
array of quite legal outlets. Some 
corporations milk their customers 
badly. Not too much of that comes 
to 
light, 
unless 
the 
customer 
happens to be the U.S. government. 
Overcharges on defense contracts 
are a story known to us all. 
Labor unions, having found power 
at last in the 1930s, are not free of 
greedy impulse. They have their
